to a decision, declaring Baker to be 
victor by virtue of superior poise, 
delivery and diction. 

The subject upon which the entrants 
had to speak was '•Reso'.ved that 
Ijïtln be compulsory tcr students, in 
the first year at the Vnivcrsity". Each 
person was allowed to speak for five 
ininùtes either for or apainst the pro- 
position. There were in all about 
twenty-five entries of which only six- 
teen a.ppeared. The majority of the 
speakers appeared quite at . ease and 
sroke fluently for the alloted amount j 
of time. Of the number who spoke, 
eleven dealt with the affirmative side 
of the resolution thé remainder bellev- 
ins that Latin should not be compul- 
Bory at the University.

In the course of the various speech- 
es delivered by the freshmen many 
points for and a^inst the compulsory 
etudy of Latin were introduced. The 
predominant arg-umeni in favor of the 
study of La:iln was that it formed the 
basis of the Snplish language ajld

A large number of voijmi-f hi:i'j:r^- 
Ing to the late Kir William Otlurn j,er- 
hontU ];ijra.ry arrived in Montreal this 
week to be added to the numerous 
valuable medical works n<7\v liouscd in 
tho ground floor of the Medical Build- 
ing but which are being moved to the 
jipeclal library room on the third fl'jvi . 

.jwme i,Ol»0 VQivmbs are in the col- 
lection and these sj'e said to constitute 
on© of the -finest individual medical 
libraries Jn the world. It consists, in 
the main, of volumes dealing with the 
blbliotpaphy and history of medical 
^science as weir as books dtaiing with 
* wide range of medical topics. 

The Oaler Memorial l,,lbrary was 
first Inaugurated In 1»20, at the time 
of Sir M'illiam's death. Since that 
tiine tiif ui'.verxi'.y has. been occupied 
in arranging and cataloguing the 
books, and recently in fitting up. a per- 
manont room in the MedicaJ Building 
for the valuable collection of medical 
workc.

A PROBLEM 

I t may seem paradoxical tliat there can be 
"two ideals in any particular situation. Be that 
as it may, there are truly two ideals with re- 
gard to the position of women at McGill in re- 
lation to student activilie.«. They arc. firstly, 
that women should have an equal status with 
men in all student affairs; secondly, that wo- 
men should have distinct organisations for 
themselves in every activity. 

At the present time there in no distinct 
differentiation, not that this is advocated, but 
there have been and will continue to be clashes 
of polity as long as the present status exists. As 
things stand, due to a ruling by a grand bene- 
factor of McGill.— God rest his soul,— there is 
no place for women in :\IcGill College. Hence 
they have no status as members of the Univer- 
sity but are affiliated with it in the institution 
of the R.V.C. 

In student affairs the McGill Students' 
Society has authority over male students only, 
and the female students are controlled by the 
McGill "Women's Student Society. Neither of 
these two societies has any jurisdiction over the 
members of the other. It is in the last respect 
that trouble, if there is any. -will arise. 

Seeing that the Students' Executive Coun- 
cil, which is the Executive Committee of the 
McGill Students Society, has no jurisdiction 
over women, it seems strange that it allows wo- 
men to hold office, and executive office at that, 
in the societies Avhich come under its immediate 
jurisdiction. 

One particular instance of this is the Cho- 
ral Society. The Students' Council has this so- 
ciety under its most direct control and votes 
its budget for the year and is responsible for 
any pecuniary gains or Josses that may be en- 
tailed. On the executive of this society there 
are three women who are elected annually. It 
has happened that the Choral Society has in- 
curred a loss. Here it was that women had 
some say in the policy of the club, the ultimate 
authority of which does not countenace women. 

The object of this is not to discredit wo- 
men in student activities, especially the Choral 
Society for that organisation would not func- 
tion if there were no Moinen in it, but to show 
the peculiar position in which the Students' 
Council is placed. The best arrangement poss- 
ible at the present time is obviously a working 
arrangement only, and not an entirely satis- 
factory one eithei-, for the women are in the 
position of being in, althougii not exactly of, 
those societies which the Council controls. A 
more satisfactory arrangement will undoubted- 
ly be worked out eventually, but in the mean- 
time it is well to recognize the facts. 

A WAY OF UFE 

To live life fully one must understand life 
thoroughly. Such an understanding can be ob- 
tained partially through a study of psychology, 
but mainly and moat importantly a .study of 
people themselves. Psychology can only .supply 
a theoretical basis to work ujwn; ultimate 
knowledge come only form personal contact and 
observation. And 'such observation can only be 
complete when it embraces all strata of society, 
all types of individuals and under all conditions 
of life. 

This sounds like an impossible task — a 
■tafik for wliich one life-time is all too short. 
Yet the very lea.st that we can do is to attempt 
to make as much progress towards this ideal as 
possible. In exactly that mea.sure in which we 
are successful, so will we understand and ap- 
preciate the meaning of life. 

In many of the larger universities social 
life is, in great pai't, ruled by cliques and fac- 
tions, each exclusive and .self-centered, offering 
stubborn resLstancc to a lowering of its bar- 
riers, smugly content in its empyrean isolation. 

It is a serious indictment when a Univer- 
sity is accused of succumbing to a clique spirit, 
fostering a spii-it of .snobbishness which makes 
for a nai row and perverted outlook on life.

CANADA IS AN OUTSTANDING 

STORY OF OUR DEVELOPMENT 



A HISTORY OF CANADA. By Prof. Cart WItlke. 
Alfrtd A. Knopf, New York; and Longman*, Green, 
Toronto. 395 Paaes. Prico $5.00.

Just recently I was talking to one of our outstanding 
professors, and happened to nu-iitioii C.'irl \\'iltkc's new 
History of Canada. "Vou Iciiow," he "I've just receiv- 
ed a copy of that book, and from .i cursory gLiiicc, I .•.lioiiKl 
strongly rcconmicnd it as an .lihnirablc piece of work. To 
my miiid it treats of history from the only proper angle — 
from the viewpoint of social and economic dcvolopmcnl. It 
seems very impartial, dearly written, ;icrurato, and pcrlLips 
above all, it is inicroting."' 

Mr. Wittkc, if his studies have not allogcthcr special- 
ized on Canadian affairs, has at least taken a vast interest 
in our countr}', as is attested by the f.ict that, his writings 
have appeared for a long lime in such atithorit.nlivc and 
rccognircd medium? af llic C.iiiadi.in Historical Review and 
Current History. \Vc may take it fur granted then, that 
the author draws from a strong backgrotmd of knowledge 
in this effort to treat Canadian history in terms of mat- 
erial development, instead of the usual sweeping glances 
over 3 chronological list of event*. 

The series of works of which ".\ History of Canad.i" 
forms a part is one of the many innovations which 
rharacteriic the efforts of that modernist among pub- 
lishers, .Alfred A. Knopf. The whole series is meant to 
convey a new impression a> to the ultimate sphere of 
history: how far the trend will take m remains to be seen. 
It is at any rate a splendid vision oi his. It is a re.echoing 
in the conservative and dignified halls of historical science 
of the resomidinc renaissance in fiction: a turning of the 
psychological reflector on the investigation of history. There 
is an affiliation, 3 ju.vtaposition, between the two: the novel 
A\as formerly a compciidiuni of more or less iiitciesting 
events in the hero's life, whereas the modern tcmleney is 
towards an analysis of the mental reactions caused by such 
events. One was a spirited group of exciting happenings, 
the other a study of hmnan character. The incidents of life 
n«y be better k;iown in the first case, but in the second, 
the motivating principle.- and forces will he understood. The 
reader will be better 011. Cannot the analogy he drawn 
directly from this jn the case 01 history? Will not a study 
of developments, rather than the usual glossary of events, 
eadi with its cause and effects, each cut off abruptly 
from the other, each studied in itself instead of indirectly 
as only inothcr factor in a general progression, tend to 
culminate at last in a proper understanding and subscrincntly 
ia a proper application of the old adage that "history 
repeats itself"? Will it not change history from a literary 
art to a science of correlation of cause and effect? 
Hi»tory Ai A Unît 

That j» exactly what the author endeavours to do. 
His descripuon of the war of 1812 is accui-atc ahd'dêtàjlcd 
c:iough; but yet the reader feels that the insertion of the 
details is merely because such a knowledge will be found 
useful in understanding certain changes in custom or ideas 
which will later be detailed to us. His Union Act of 1841 
is the result, not of a sudden burst of revolutionary spirit 
in ]63",.but of a long process which found its first well- 
defined expression in that revolt. I'inally, equal status 
within the Empire was not the result of fervent post-war 
mutual admiration, but the result of many factors that lud 
been growing more important, and found a vent at this 
convenient time. 

There is an undercurrent throughout the book, of the 
flow, painstaking effort, a study of ih'; firm grasp uii 
nature that effected, thr^jgh the ihrec hundred years of 
our history, a great tubji:gat:on of natural forces, of th<; 
unshackling from her bonds which marked the supreme 
heroism of our pionfers, of a reverence for our "moeurs'' 
which is ustielly difficult to find in an .-jlien writer. The 
reason why native historical writers arc as u ru\i: preferred 
is because of their catering to ll;c sclf-lovc and vanity of 
the contemporary. After a reading, one is to say: "Don't I 
belong to a wonderful country?"' Canadian's' shotild be able 
to find double satisfaction in that many of our most flat- 
tering histories were written l;iy impartial outsiders. Park- 
man in particular, writing in sympathy with tli'; Krcnch 
viewpoint, was the greatest «xtoller of our virtues as a 
race. And here is \Viiikr, writing in tlic United States 
for American consumption, in reference to Ihc War 'if 
1812: "The War of 1812 is one of the most unsatisfactory 
ppisijdes in the long story of Anglo-American relations. It 
(OiilriUiied little to tJic nn'litary mid naval glories of either 
jiower, Hiid tor the L'nitcd States it was full of many dis- 
graceful defeats. Only iii Canada have the memories of tlie 
war been rightly cherished, and Canadian historians can 
jioint with pride to an heroic and successful defense (nk) 
of their long frontier against a much more powerful in- 
vader." 

Very Few Inaccuraciei 

The author seems to be very careful to avpid mistakes 
of any kir.d in his work, 'ih'jc do appear a few errors, 
which niighi be credited to his publishers. At one lime, he 
mentions William T. White when the obvious icferciicc is 
to Sir Thoinas White; at another he calls the late Sir 
James Loughccd by a cautious misnomer, Longliccd; still 
another liim , he placca au accent on the name of Llr. Suite, 
for which ilit late lieiijaniiii might \ery well be in-Sullc. 
But on the whole ihc book is free from inaccuracies of 
name and of fact. He dues, to niy mind, treat tiic Frciicli- 
Canadian as a rather special people vWlliiu Canada, which 
is a mistake for any rontcinporary who realizes tJial one 
third of Canada's ]<opulai.iou is French. He talks of them 
rather as an outsider docs about the Dutch in South Africa: 
as if there were some differriiec in status, and as if the 
whole work were wriiicu fioni ihc point uf view of the 
other parly. However, iliis is a mistake of suggestion, iioL 
of assertion. ,\Ir. Wittkc may perhaps also elaborate 4 
little, acicniuatc if jOJ will, 011 the |ircsent difficulties of 
Canada, and on <iny talk tlx re iii.iy have been at different 
•times of annexation; he says nuhc dccidcly th.1l there is 
no thought of that at the present time, but the suggestion 
remains, rankle: a little in tlte mind of a Canadian. 
Interesting Contemporary Study 

One of the most interesting phases of the book deal' 
with the period from 1900. to 1927. U. is seldom that w 
have 3 dunce to read a history which Includes a study of 
our own times, and there is quite a little thrill to find .- 
l/cricHj which we ourselves rfniember, ilre.idy written in 
the amwls of history. Most imporlani of all, he discus."^ 
Canada's position in the Umpire, does so ijuite frankly, an'' 
if, we can coiuider his tlie American vicwpo'nt, his dis 
cussion should satisfy the Canadian's desire for fprcipii 
recognition. The book .slv.nlJ mjuu ilnj lis w.iy fo (he 
shelves of all up-to-date universities, and to the book-cases 
of all those people who arc interested in Canadian*.
